THE REPLY OF THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR, 


Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen of the Municipal 
Council of | Victoria: 


I rétarn you sincere thanks for the very 
kiod and flattering expressions of welcome 
contained in your address, ia reference to 
which I will not confine myself to the ordin- 
ary formality of reply, but will avail myself 
of this, the firat occasion which is afforded 
me to say fully to you, and through you to 
our community at large, alew words on some 
topics personal to myself, and on others of 
more general interest, which I ‘believe will 
not be considered inopportune. It is always 
a great happiness to me to find myself back 
once more at home ia Victoria, and on this 
occasion of my return among you my position 
is greatly enhunced by the honorable position 
to which I bave been appointed, and espe- 
cially by the sentiments of good feeling and 
confideace with which you greet me, and 
which greatly strengthen my hopes of being 
useful to British Columbia in my new rela- 
tions to her, sed give me ground 
for the belief that I have not erred in accept- 
fog the office 1 now bold. But while I fully 
appreciate the -honor conferred on me, | 
will frankly tell you tbat it was not untij 
after much hesitation that I undertook the 
responsibility which attaches to it. 

There were some considerations which pre- 
sented themselves to my mind when this 
office was most unexpectedly offered to me, 
as likely to render my appointment not so 
acceptable to some in this couniry as that of 
@ stranger would be, and thus lessea my 
prospect of successfully gqdministering the 
affairs of the Colony. 

I had much diffidence, too, of my own 
capacity, and fitness for the new spuere of 
duty proposed to me, and especially in suc- 
cession to our late Governor, Mr. Muagrave, 
t0 whose able and successfal management 
ef our affairs this country is so much in- 
debted. 
~. Besides, fT have never had any aspirations 

sach 4 position. The bent of my inclina- 
lay in a different direction, in the line 
of my -professional prospects, which were 
moré congenial to me, and seemed to assure 
a more certain advancement of my material 
personal interests. 

But it was presented to me, as clearly my 
duty not to turn away from my work in 
a@bich I have been enga as an agent for 
the past two years, and! have accepted the 
-trust with the single desire to ensure to the 
utmost the success of British Columbia under 
Cenfederation, and in the hope that each 
ove ig our community, putting agide all past 
issues, would join in assisting my endeavors 
to that end. 

You must, I am sure, bave appreciated the 
compliment te British Columbia whiéh bas 
been intended in the selection of one of yonr- 
selves as the first LiewtenaapGovernor of 
this Providde; aud if after the energetic steps 
which have so prompsly beet taked in the 
iniation of the railroad exploratign’and geo 
logical survey, in the ent of a fort- 
nightly mail serviceto San Francisco, in the 
assumption of our funded debt and discharge 
of all our local indebtedness, and in the 
other financial and départmental arrange- 
ments which are now beimg carried into 
effect in fulfilment of the terms of our Union 
agreement, there yet remain any in this.com- 
munity who still doubt the good faith of the 
Government and people of Canada in: their 
engagements towards British Columbia, they 
may take this appointment by the Dominion 
Government, of one of yourselves who has 
been so intimately connected with the nego- 
tiations of the terms ot Union, as the repre- 
sentative of the Dominion in this Province, 
as an earnest of the determination and ability 
of that Government to carry out fully the 
spirit and letter of the obligations of those 
terms, and you may certainly be assured that 
if I did not unhesitatingly believe so, I 
should nut occupy my present position. 

The fulfilment of those terms must insure 
& large measure of advancement and pros- 
perity to British Columbia, in which each 
member of our community may with reason 
expect to participate. 

_ . But we must not suppose that the full fruits 
of Confederation are to be gathered at once, 
and without further effort of ourown. On 
the contrary, the most material benefit of our 
union with Canada will consist in the facili- 
ties which in many ways will be offered us, 
for developing by our own exertion, the 
varied resources of our own country, and so 
enly may we-British Columbians secure to 
ourselves the best fruits of Confederation. 
We must put our shouldersto the wheel, and 
working with a will, each and all er, 
raise our country to that position of impeor- 
tance and value which her geographical posi- 
tion, her natural products, and her climate 
entitle her to expect, and she will ere long 
occupy. , 

Among the more immediate results of our 
union, the most important: is the privilege of 
self governmert, which you thus obtain, in

placed over the ceatfe of the arch. Under- 
neath wag written; ‘ Honor to Genius, ’’ and 
the letters “‘W.S ,’" (Walter Scott). The in- 
side of tle building was bung and draped 
with flags, evergreeys, and scrolls, the latter 
bearing tle names of the most famous writers 
of the 17th aad the two following centuries.

The Australian Colonies. 
[Dates to July Ist.] 

BREW SOUTH WALES, 


On the 5th of June, the Superannuation 
|Act Amendment bill was psssed in the Lower 
House of the Legislature and transmitted to 
the Legislative Council, where it was read a 
third time and passed on the 20th of the 
same month. This bill to amead the Super- 
annoation Act *of 1864, bas met with much 
disfavor among the civil servants of New 
South Wales, who for several years past bave 
been called to. pay into the Superannuation 
Fund a considerable proportion of their io- 
comes.. The amendment in the bill provides 
for & very great reduction io the rates of pea- 
sions to the civil servants. The civil ser- 
vants beld meetings, presented petitions, and 
did all that was in their power to oppose the 
vill. The Estimates bave been passed by the 
Committee of Supply witbout much discus- 
sion. On the 12th of June £30,000 were 
voted for the fortifications and defences of 
Port Jackson; and in the course of the dis- 
cussion on the vote, it was stated incidentally 
that this would inclade ao item of six 18-ton 
Armstrong guvs, to cost £3,000 each, that 
bad been ordered from England to the order 
of the Colonia: Goverument. Qn the 220d of 
June both Houses of Parliament were officially 
prorogaed by the Governor till the beginning 
of the month of August. 

It is estimated that there are now facilities 
for loading 40,000 tons. of coal. per week at 
Sydney. 

The proportion of the insane to the popu- 
lation of the colony is said tobe 1 ia 389, as 
compared with (in 1868) in England, 1 to 
every, 411; in Scotland 1 to 354; aod in Ire- 
lend, 1 in 345.

atterwards withdrew, On the 2lstofJuve the 
Lower House was adjourned till the 25th of 
dply... The McCulloch Ministry bas since re- 
signed, being unubie to carry through the 
House the measures proposed by them; and 
to Mr. Duffy was given the task of forming a 
Ministry, and the following were some days 
afterward sworo: Mr. Duffy as Chief Secre- 
tiry and Postmaster, Mr, Berry as Treasurer 
of Customs, Mr. Grant as Minister for Lands, 
Mr. O'Grady as Mivister for Works, Mr, Me- 
Lelian as Minister for Mines, and Mr. Speasely 
as Soticitor-General. No Attorney-General 
has as yet beea appeiated. 

Tne report of the Victoria Educational 
Bourd bas been recently issed,. The cost of 
education to the Colony is put down at 7s.

QUEENSLAND. 


Several petitions were sent in to 
omel Legislatare, early in Jue; from the 
Darling Downs District, in favor of railway 
extension, and this subject, as it affects, one 
or other of the districts of the Colony, is the 
cry almost from one end of Queensland to the 
other ; and railway schemes were almost the 
all-engrossing topic in the Legislative Assem- 
bly, provoking namerous discussions that 
disturbs the equauimity of the Heuse. On 
Saturday, the 10th of Jane, two members of 
the opposition party waited upon the Gover- 
nor of the Colony with a protest against the 
action of the Government, showing that they 
(the opposition) represented a far greater 
proportion of the population and wealth of 
the Colony than the members of the Assembly 
who were supporters of the Goverument par- 
ty. The deputation aided Sir Maurice to 
prorogue the House, and summon it again 
for business not later than a month thence. 
Petitions with the same purpose were largely 
signed, The consequent position of the Act- 
ing Governor (Sir Maurice O'Connell), the 
Marquis of Normandy being shortly expected 
—was felt to be a very critical one. the 
16th of June, the Legislative Gouncil, on the 
casting vote of the Presideat, adjourned till 
tue Sth of July ; on the 25th a Gazette Ex- 
traordinary was issued , dissolving Parliament 
and the Queenslanders are consequently mak- 
ing preparations for a general election. 

Police Inspector Gilmore, who had been for 
some time engaged in searching for the re- 
mains of the ill-fated Australian explorer, 
Leichardt, found in bis researches what were 
at. first imagined to be the ‘skeletons of 
Leichardt and ooe of his party.
